THE MURDER OF AN OLD GENTLEMAN IN A RAIL- 
WAY CARRIAGE. 


Lasr week's issne of the Penny Ilustrated Weekly News informed its 
readers that а German, named ‘aller, was euevecied of having 
murdered Mr. Briggs in а railway carriage оп the North London 
line. Muller has gone to America іп the Victoria. 

Inspector Tanner, of the metropolitan force, Mr. Death, the 
jeweller, and the cabman to whose daughter Muller was paying 
his addrosses, left Liverpool for New York in the New York and 
Philadelphia Company's steamer City of Manchester. Mr. Tanner 
is armed with the necessary warrants forthe apprehension of the 
culprit, and bears despatches from Mr. Adams, the American 
minister in London, so that any proceedings in America will be 
facilitated to the utmost. The City of Manchester will, in all pro- 
bability, arrive out sooner than the Victoria, and every precaution 
will be taken to secure Muller's arrest. If the New York Asso- 
ciated Press boat is seen off Cape Race, telegrams for the Canadian 
stations will be at once forwarded, and then the chances in favour 
of the prisoner escaping will be very few indeed. The state of the 
weather off Cape Race may prevent despatches being sent, however, 
until the vessel reaches New York; and if the Victoria makes a 
good run, she may reach Carada before Muller's pursuers. 

Upon the application of Inspectors Williamson and Kerressey, a 
second warrant was granted by Mr. Heury, of Bow-street Polioe- 
court, and some further testimony adduced. 

Mr. David Buchan, 23, Nelsou-square, Peckham, woollen ware- 
houseman, d d: “fam well acquainted with the late Mr. 

sricge. І һай known him for many years. He was uncle to my 
wife. On the 9th July instant be dined with me at about five 
o'clock, and I afierwards saw him to the omnibus—the Nelson—in 

the Old Kent-road. I believe the chain now produced, which І 
have examined, to be hie; but L am more particnlarly able to 
identify the old-fashioned key and the broken seal. I bad ob:crved 
the piece chipped out of tha stones of the seal moun'hs ago. The 
chain is an Albert guard, which was given to him about two years 
ато by a friend. He formerly wore a different kiud of chain 
When he same to my house he bad with him the black bag now 
produced, in which he bad brought something for us, and I am 
almost certain it was empty when һе left. He was perfectly sober; 
iudeed, he was а man of very temperate habits.” 

Mr. Thomas Lee: *[?iveat 4, Parkücld-vili«a King Edward's- 
road, Hackney. I knew the late Mr. óriggs well ‘The last time 1 
raw him was on the night of the 9;h instant, at about ten o'clock 
I was waiting on the platform of the Bow Station for а train to go 
to Hackney, when the carriage съце up and {saw him iu a first- 
class compartment. He said, ‘Good night, Год; and 1 avewered, 
‘Good night, Tom.’ Kwowieg his early habits I felt some surprise 
at seciog him out во late. He appeared іп hia usual health and 
spirits, Но was sitting with his back tothe engine. ‘have were 
two men іц the carriage with him. By his side was а dark thin 
man, who seemed to me to be tall. and opposite to him was a 
&toutish thickset man wita light whiskers. I voticed that his hand, 
which was thrust through the l»op at the carriage window, was of 
unusval size. 1 saw more of him than the other, because the light 
was fully reflected on hia faco [hey were іп the first compartment 
of a railway carriage, tha division певгезё to the eogine, and Mr 
Criggs was sitting їп the corner oa the near side of the line, the op- 
posite to the side ou which he would enter at Feochurch-street. I 
couversed with him for в few recondy while waiting for the 
train. to start, and then got into a sesond-class carriage further 
to the front The next station would b» Hsokney-wick, bat 1 
wenton to Hackney. The train had stopped at dackney-wick. 
I beard nothing of tho murder till I saw the papers on Monday 
morning ” 

The railway guard, Mr. Brereton the eurgeon, Mr Robert Death, 
and other witnesses, having given evidence in accordance with the 
fucts already known, 

Mr. Thomas James Briggs, 5, Warwick-terrace North, Upper 
Clapton, waterproofer gaid he believed the chain produced was the 
ваше ав his father had had for about two years, having been made 
^ present to bim by a friend. The last timo witness saw his father 
alive was on Thursday, 7th July. Ou Sunday morning, 10:h July, 
b^ was summoned to the Mitford Castle. When deceased жаз re- 
moved to his own house witness ө 7 the patout guard chain which 
was given to him at the same timo with the chain attached to the 
waistcoat pocket. He identified the chain, aud especially the old- 
fashioned key and seal with a piece chipped out of the stone, which 
had been particularly noticed by his sister. He also recoguised the 
walking-stick as belonging to his father. 

Elizabeth Sarah Repsch depo:ed: “І am the wife of Godfroy 
Ferdinand Repsos, tailor, 12}, Jewry-street, Aldgate. My parents 
ure German, but I was born іш Eugland. I have known Frank 
Maller, a German tailor, about two years. He used to work with 
^ friend of my husband, and he then took a work-room of his own, 
but continued to come to see пз. It was my husband who got him 
his situation at Mr. Hodykinson’s, and when he left that he 
worked for us about a fortnight. The last time I saw him was on 
the morning of ''hursday, the 14th of July, the day he sailed. Не 
told us he was going in the ship Victoria, from the London Docks, 
to New York. Onthe previous Saturday, the 9th instant, I had 
seen him at my house, where I left him at about half-past seven 
o'clock at night talkiog to his friend Johu Hoffa. He had not told 
mo he was g ing anywhere. When I came back at about half-past 
eight, Hoffa was still there at work, bat Maller was ропе. 1 did 
not see Muller at all on the Sun ay ; but he called on Monday be- 
tween teu and eleven o'clock, aud seated himself on the shop-board 
beide my husband. He then took out of his pocket the gold 
Albert guard now produced, aud said he had paid £3 15s. fur it, and 
he showed us a ring троп his finger with a white stone and a pe- 
"uliarly-shaped head upon it, and told us that be bad bought it for 
48-64. When he left he had tho ring on his fioger. Ho told us 
ttat he bought the chain and ring of a man at the docks, whom he 
uet when he was going down to take his passage-ticket, and he 
‘sought it was a good bargain. I joked hiu about it, and said it 
Was not worth the money ; after which he took up the shears and 
зогаред the chain, to show me the way to test it He said, ‘You 
fev it is pure gold.’ I observed the hat he was wearing was quite 
uew; and I said to him, ‘How extravagant you are with your 
hats!’ He said he had smashed his old one, and thrown it into the 
dust-hole. І had particularly noticed his old hat, because it bad в 
striped lining, unlike any other hat І had ever seen, and I am quite 
certain the hat now produced is the same І do not know how it 
ік, but I have always taken particular notice of the hats worn by 
the young men who came to our house. I have never seen Muller 
since the morning of the 14th July." 

_ John Hoffa, a tailor, living at 16, Park-tcrrace, Old Ford-road, 
Methnal-green, deposed: “ I know Franz Muller, and have worked 
‘or two years at Mr. Hodgkinson’s, where he also worked. For the 
l^ t three nights before he sailed, I lodged in the same house with 
‘im. He was living there before me. I formerly lodged with 
‘Irs, Repreh, and still go there sometimes to вео them. Оп Batur- 
бат I was with Muller at Керзей/в house at about seven o'clock іп 
tie evonivg, aud when he left he said ‘ke was going to aee his girl’ 
(his swothearr). 1 saw him next at dinner-time on the Monday 
отор, at Мг. Repsch’e. I had paid no attention to his hst, and 
! conl not say whether he had а uew one. Muller slept with me 
O^ the Monday, Tuesday, and Wedresday nights. 1 bought a 
ps ^nbroker's dnplica'e of him on the V wsd«y. Ho said it was 
tie ticket for the chain which I had eeen him wita on Monday, and 
кч 1 bv had pawned it for £1 1s. He wanted 12s. for the ticket, xs 
hs had not sufficient to pay bis passage to America. I borrowed 
‘he J23. and gave him, but Е did not tako the chain out of 


pawn. lt was pledged at 21 in the Minories. He left me in bed at 
six o'clock on Thursday morning, and said ‘good-bye,’ аг he was 
goirg to his ship.” 

Charles Young, assistant to Mr. Annis, pawnbroker, of 21, Mino- 
ries, produced the Albert chain which was pledged on Tuesday, the 
12th, at abont two o'clock. by a man whose appearance he could not 
recollect. It did pot strike him he was a foreigoer, as he spoke 
such good English. He gave the name “ John Miller, 22, Jewry- 
street.” Не could not say if he was tall or fair. He might know 
him if he saw him again. 

It appears that the cabman's wife (Mrs. Mathews) remembered 
that Muller, being dissatisfied with the flat brim of his hat which 
Matthews purchased for him, had turned up the sides in the 
fashion worn by foreigners; and this is precisely the appearance 
which the hat now presents, the alteration having been evi- 
oliy made by & aconstomed to the work. It was also 
stated that the reason why Matthews offered to buy the hat was, 
that he owed Muller for a waistcoat, made some months ago, and 
the hat was to be a kind of set-off for the amount due. 

There being no further evidence, the warrant was made ont and 
signed by Mr Henry, after which it was taken to Mr. Adams, the 
American minister, to be endorsed. It wasthen handed to In- 
speotor Kerressey, and thís officer started with it by night mail to 
Liverpool, intending to catch the mail packet whioh sailed from 
that port early on Saturday morning. ‘The former warrant was 
obtained in & hurried manner after the court had closed, aud 
some important links іп the evidence could not to supplied. For 
this reason. and to guard against any possible delay of the Man- 
chester, it was considered desirable to send out a duplicate warrant 
with all the far her details that could be gathered respecting the 
murder of Mr. Brigge. 


The inquest touching cbe death of Mr. Thomas Briggs, who was 
murdered on the North London Каву on the 9 h inst, was re- 
sumed on Monday before Mr. Humphreys, coroner, at the own 
Hall, Hackney. 

Mr. Morgan again appeared for the fiiends of the deceased. 

The Coroner said he might mention that there were witnesses 
pre ent at their last meeting who were in a position to give some 
valuable evidence, but he bad considered that the enda of justice 
could b» best served by withbolding that evidence at present. Пе 
believed that Mr. Moojen, who sp eared for the prosecution, in- 
tended to apply for an adjournment. He was bound to say that, 
looking to the evidence, ца could not supply the jory wi'hsuything 
that would carry the esse much further. He must «ay this in fair 
ness to а gentloman who was prepared to have given evidenco at 
their last meeting, but he (the coroner) had then declined to call 
him. He did not believe that justice would misoarry iu cons. 
quence of а postponement, and he should therefore p-opose that the 
inquiry should bs adjourned until Monday, the *.h of Auguat, at 
ten o'clock. 

The foreman of the jar; suggested that as the evideno» of Mr. 
Loe would not occupy more than a few moments it might be taken 
now. 

Tho coroner assented. 

Ме Thomas Lee, of King Edward’s-road, Haekney, thea deposed 
as at Dow-street. 

The ioqairy was then adjourned to Monday, the 8th of August, 
at ten o'clock.

MULLER, THE BUSPECTED MURDERER OF MR. 
BRIGGS. 


Tue portrait їп the front page is that of Maller, the suspected 
murderer of Mr. Briggs. 


The history of the suspected murderer, as far as details can be 
obtained, appears to be as follows:— Ніз name is Francis Muller, 
aud he was born about the year 1839 in Cologne His fa*her and 
other relatives were gunmakera, nnd he was brought up to that 
business. ‘Three уоаг ago а friend aud compatriot of his left 
Cologne aud came to Eogland where he made the acquaiotauce of 
Matthews, а cabinan, residing in Paddington. After a brief court- 
ship this German married Matthews's sister, and after an interval 
of twelve months he sout to Maller to come over to England, where 
he would be likely to do well. Muller came over accordingly, and 
took up hig residence in London, where at first he found work as a 
guumaker. Employment soon failed him, however, and he took 
lessons of a tailor's cutter-out and got employment аға journeyman 
tailor. He made the acquaintance of au unmarried sister of 
Matthews about twelve mouths ago, but something sinister in his 
look aud hig violent temper caused tho father of the girl to break 
off the proposed match. He had a watch of his own, but it 
is a singular fact that he openly expressed his dissatisfaction with 
it, and actually, with unaccountable candour, announced his deter- 
mination to replace it by ano:her at some one else's expense. Оп 
more than one occasion, while seated at dinner with Matthews in 
the houve of the latter, he eaid, *' [ don't like this watch; I will see a 
nice watch some day апа I will have it.” Matthews states that this 
remark was made with a peculiar emphasis, and was accompanied 
by a forbidding look. Оп the 7th of May Muller got employment 
аз a journeyman tailor, in the shop of Mr. Hodgkinson, at No. 43, 
Threadneedie-atreet. He received twenty-five shillinge a week 
wages, and seemed to his employer to be в steady man, bat, ex- 
cept while at work, һө wss not under observation. He stated on 
more than one occasion that he intended to go to America; and it 
is believed that he saved up money with that view. On the 2nd 
of July he received his wages for the last time at the shop—he was 
not seen there after. 

Tue personal characteristics of the murderer may be thus summed 
up:—Ue is а man of great resolution and singular energy. Не 
was соо! and sagacious in general business, aud whatever he made 
up his mind to he had the reputation of саггуйшд through. He had 
a character for extreme violeuce, which caused bim to be disliked 
by his friends. His forehead was low, his cheek boucs prominent, 
and his general expression of face rather forbidding. lt is thought 
probable that when he finds his capture inovitadie ho will endea- 
vour to commit suicide.

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DISTURBANCES AT THE CAPE 


No active hostilities had yet taken place op the frontier, bnt Bir 
Walter Currie, in a despatch to the Government. had reported that, 
as he had found the difficul'ies іп the l'rangkei increasing, aud be- 
lieved war to be imminent, he recommended that the 2nd. battalion 
of the lith Regiment should be retained on the frontier. Every 
preparation was also being made for war by the Cape authorities. 
The 5tb Fnsiliers are left in readiness at East London. 

Тһе Zind Afrikaan of the 20th says:—"* Аш express baving ar- 
rived in town last evening bringing despatches from Mr. Chalmers, 
resideut magistrate at the Idutywa, dated lst instant, we waited 
upon his honoar the Heutenant-governor this mor»ipg for the 
purpose of ascertaining, if possible, the purport of the news. His 
honour was pleased to assure us that the intelligence brought by 
this opportunity was eminently satisfactory ; tbat all was perfectly 
quiet in the Transkeian territory, and that Kreli, so far from at 
present showing any hostile inteution towards the colony, had ad- 
dressed а to his exoellency the governor to assure him of 
bis peaceable disposition. From other quarters information is 
equally satisfactory. We have private letters from Clarkbury to 
the 28th ult, and Butterworth and the Idnty we to the 81% Every- 
thing then bore a peaceable aspect; and we are informed that the 
whole cause of the late alarm arose from the fact that Zreli bad 
crossed the Tambookie frontier with his cattle; bat not with any 
warlike intention, on which Qneay, the Tambookie chief, warned 
him off, and Kreli һа? to return within his own boundary. It is 
evident, however, that Kreli is playing а deep political game by en- 
deavouring to form an alliance with the Cambookies, and that this 
movement on their boundary was with the object of bringing about 
а conference, with a view, probably, of effecting а reconciliation ; 
or otherwise the recent demonstration on the Tambookie frontier 
was merely put forth as a feeler, to test the temper and disposition 
of both Queay aud the colony. Бо long as Kreli is at variance 
with the Amapondes ou one side, and the Tambookies on the 
other, there need be little fear of his attempting anything against 
the colony, as the moment ho moved his enemies oui pounce 
down upon bis kraals, sweep off his cattle, and carry his women 
and children into captivity. We are glad to say that the excite- 
ment among our European population has been very trifling, and 
nothing to ba compared to the agitation which appears to exist 
below the Keiskamma as far as Tabla Bay. In Oapetown, it fs 
said, much specniation bas beer crea'ed by the war rumours, and 
sone merchants have done a good stroke of business.”

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EXTRAORDINARY CASE IN THE DIVORCE COURT. 


Ix the Divorce Court was recently heard a case Welle v Cottam 
(falsely called Wells), bsing & petition presented under the 4th 
George IV, cap 76, for nuliity of marriage by reason of undue pub- 
lication of banns. The petitioner was the father of the alleged 
husband, and the two respondents were the alleged husband and 
wife. One of the respondents, the alleged wife, appeared and 
traversed the allegations in the petition. 

Mr. M. Chambers, Q О., and Dr. Spinks appeared for the peti- 
tioner; Dr. Wambey and Mr. Reynolds рене by Мг. Eaden, 
of 10, Gray's-inn-square), for the respondent. 

The petitioner was formerly in businegs, but has since retired, and 
has for some years lived at different places iu the suburbs of London. 
His son, George Henry Wells, who lived with him, had a situation 
іп the City, and went backwards and forwards to it every day. In 
1861, being then about eighteen years of age, he acoidentally made 
the acquaintance of Martba Cottam, a girl of about the same ago as 
himself, and of loose character. They became attached to опе 
another. She abandoned her course of life, and ultimately they 
determined to get mairied The marriage took place by banns at 
the church of St. John the Baptist, Hoxton, on the 14th of Novem- 
ber, 1861. The parties agreed, according to the statement of Mr. 
G. H. Wells, to suppress one of his Obristian names (Georgs) soe 
the banns were accordingly published in the names of Henry Wells, 
instead of George Henry Wells. When the ma ө came to the 
knowledge of the father, he strongly objected to it, and the son then 
left the father's house aud cohabited with the lady in the City-road 
untillast June. He then left her for some reason which was not 
explained, and returned to his father's house and disclosed the сіг- 
cumstances of the marriage. She had thereupon taken proceedings 
against him in this court, and his father then instituted this suit, 
without his son's sanction or consent. Several of her letters were 
read for the purpose of showing that she was cogrizant of hig real 
name and of its euppression. Among them was the following, 
which apppeared to have been written while the question of mar- 
riage was under their consideration, but before it been finally 
decided :— 


“ Bunday, Sept. 22, 1861.

A FRENCH SOLDIER IN THE POLISH ARMY. 


Тнк Military Tribunal of Paris tried а sergeant of the 12th Regi- 
ment of the Line, nemed Audrain, on а charge of desertion. The 
prisoner left his regiment on the 24th of Auguet last, &nd, after ап 
&bsence of more than eight months, surremdered himself to the 
military authorities at Strasburg, whence he was sent to Paris for 
trial. The prisoner, having been called upon by the president to 
explain where he had passed the eight months of his illegal absence, 
made the following statement :— 

“On leaving my regiment I went to Liege, whence a Polish re- 
cruiting agent sent me to Breslau. I there received а captain's 
commission from the Polish National Government, with orders to 
proceed to Cracow. At this last town I was placed at the head of а 
detechment, with orders to cross the Austrian frontier during the 
night. Їп thet I succeeded, after а conflict with the army of 
observation, daring which I received two slight wounds. I then 
joined; General Bossak, who was operating on the palatinate of 
Oracow, and remained some monthe under his command, until, efter 
an encounter iu which he was defeated, I and my colonel were 
taken prisoner by the Russians. The following night we wereshut 
up in в bern, from whic I managed to escape оу briving в Cossack 
sentinel with twenty-five roubles, which I had concealed in my 
boote. 1 fled across the country with no other covering than a 
regged horse rug, for the Russians had taken away my clothes, till 
I reached а house where Í was known, and there 1 obtained а guide 
and a horse. Isoon rejoined General Возвак, who sent me to Orą- 
cow to fetch some volunteers, among waom were several French 
officere. I was arrested by the Austrian police the night after my 
arrival, and detained a prisoner three months іп the citadel, when 
orders came from Vienna to give me up to the Russians. Knowing 
what fate awaited me if 1 fell into their hands, 1 wrote to the French 
Minister of War, who, through the medium of the Minister of 
Tonig Affairs, procured my release, and 1 immediately returned 
to France.”

THE "HAMLET"SCENERY AT THE LYCEUM. 


Ат Lewes Assizes was tried a caso, Telbin v. Fechter, being au 
action brougbt by the plaintiff, the eminent theatrical scene painter, 
against Mr. Feohter, the well-known tragedian and lessee of the 
Lyceum Theatre, to recover a sum of £136 54, being the balance 
alleged to be due to him for services rendered to the defendant in 
his professional capacity іп the production of the tragedy of 
“ Hamlet” at this theatre. 

Mr. Hawkins, (0 О., and Mr. Shaw were for the plaintiff ; and 
Serjeant Ballantine and Mr. Coventry were counsel for the defend- 
ant. 

It appeared that ia the month of February of the present year 
the defendant sent for Mr. Telbin, and informed him of his inten- 
tion to produce the tragedy referred to with new scenery and 
effects, and he desired him to paint the former, and he was to be 
paid the sum of £400 for his services in this respect. Mr. Telbin 
agreed to these terms, and something was said about the scenery 
being ready by the 20th of April, but according to the evidence of 
the plaintiff he was unable to complete his work by this time, and 
one of the reasons for this was that Mr. Feohter discharged the 
principal stage-csrpenter, a person named Baze, and employed а 
Frenchman named Gaudin in thesame capacity, and as he could 
not speak English and Mr. Telbiv could not speak French, they had 
great difficulty in communicating with or unders each 
other, and that this caused considerable delay.

I believe it 
to be in the handwriting of the prisoner, though it is rather more flarried 
and not во well written as his usaal manu.cept. I have frequently bad 
letters from him; he has handed me letters to forward to his friends for 
him. He was received into the asylum in Jaly, 1862, when he was saffering 
from delusions. He remained tili tne end of Мау іп the present year. He 
was unier my care during the whole of this time, except in S;ptember, 
when I was absent. He left the asylum on the 313; of May, with his 
mother, having been discharged as recovered some days previously. He 
had been very closely watched for about five months, and sil delusions had 
pase? away.

Taere was really no end to the dangers the Britishers in garrison 
at Lucknow had to encounter. ‘And ая the даув followed each 
зге а slow succession the dangers increased rather than dimi- 
a E 

But the capital doubt of August was uueasy expectation that the 
native troops which had remained so far faithful wouid give in. 
It was certainly true that, beyond loyalty and their own conscience, 
the natives had not muck to sustain them in their fidelity. Trust- 
fulness in them would meet with no reward, and mesnwhile their 
Ше was not enviable. Every dey their rations got worse and 
lighter, and this deprivation must to them have been greater, for 
the Indian race cannot outstand short commons as can the British. 
With them, want is despair; and, therefore, it was despair іп the 
midst of the Вероу and other Indian troops in garrison with the 
Britieh that we had to fear. 

Then, again, many of the less noble of the troops had stood by 
the British flag from s convíotion that it was unconquerable. There- 
fore, when men, whose fidelity hung on our supremacy, saw week 
after wosk pass sway without the garrison receiviog апу aid from 
without, it can readily be comprehended that their fidelity sank 
with their trust. 

The enemy were undoubtedly well informed of the half disposi- 
tion to mutiny on the part of many of the troops; their informa- 
tion being daily procurable from the deserters who went over from 
the garrison. These desertions were of daily occurrence. It was 
bat a drop from the top of an embankment, а run over э few yards 
of ground, and the defaulter had changed his — 

herefore it was necessary to be on pure against every Indian 
who managed to get into the garrison, for he might be, not в de- 
serter from the enemy, but & spy sent in to tamper with the troops. 

For instance, on the 9th, а Bikh came in by the Bikh battery. 
But, inasmuch as it һай been marked that he hed passed the 
enemy's outposts without a bullet flying after him, the belief at 
once teok root that he had come in to try and induce the Sikhs to 
desert-—consequently, the gentleman wae put under British bayo- 
nets, вай ander those trusted arms he remained. 

And it may аё well be at once admitted that we did not kesp the 
enemy quite out of the garrison,—for, on the 10th, one of their 
mines, which we did not discover, was fired, sending sixty feet of 
our defences into smash.

CHAPTER XOV.

РккнАРЗ it will be well to offer the publio the portraits of some of 
the heroes of Delhi, and in that belief we publish this week the 
portraits of the three Greatheads, known before Delhi as the
